IN COFFER AND GENEVA

Phonso Kilgore, merchant of 
Samson, showed the stalk to some 
PO farmers, whose aggregate cane j 
growing experience amounted to 
over 900 years, and all of these 
“allowed” they had never seen the 
like before. 

Dr. Thomas N. Baker, retired 
physician, at Brock Hotel, examin- 
ed the stalk and found where a 
small worm had bored into the eye 
at the joint and later eaten its 
way into the stalk. The Doctor 
believes that this worm injury split 
the eye and caused two stalks to 
form. 

Plant Physiologist Agrees 

A plant physiologist set forth 
that an eye of an Trish potato 
could be split in half and two hills 
of potatoes produced, Half an 
eye seems to be as good as an en- 
tire eye with potatoes, Thus he 
said it seemed reasonable that a 
worm might split the living eye 
of sugar cane and cause two stalks 
to grow. Accordingly, a worm 
with a sweet tooth has been ten- 
tatively assigned the role of pro- 
ducing something new. 

Mr, Quilla sent the stalk to 
Mrs. Sadie C, Smith, principal of 
the grammar school in Samson, 
who added it to her collection of 
natural history objects for use in 
the school room. 

Elba Spoils Our Show 

The writer, while calling on 
Editor Renzo Bryan, editor of The

The State was 
charged “morally, at least,” with 
aiding and abetting “in the com- 


sells liquor to persons who become 
irtoxicated and then commit 
crime.”

BLACK WALNUTS—About the 
most delicious thing gpown in the 
country is the conimon black wals 
J}nut. Those who live in the towns 
and cities seem to appreciate the 
wonderful black walnut while we 
in the country seem to overlook 
them. What can you name that 
is more delicious than is the black 
walnut? Every family should lay 
in store a good supply of walnuts 
for the winter months, There are 
a few simple rules to be followed 
in gathering and storing your 
walnuts. As soon ns the nuts fall 
they should be gathered and piled 
together, Bach nut should be 
“barked” while it is ereen, There 
fare several practical ways of bark- 
ing a nut but the best and easiest 
way is to drive it through a knot 
hole in a piece of lumber. When

The 
best place to put them is in the 
loft of an old outhouse or a barn, 
You may put them under the house 
if you cannot find a better place 
but they do not seem to do so 
well under the house, Your wal- 
nuts should be gathered in Octo- 
ber and they will be ready for use 
by December 1. They are not 
good until after they have been 
thoroughly dried, Black walnuts 
are very delicious for eating pur- 
poses in the early spring. You 
will also find that nothing is bet- 
ter for candy making, cake flavor- 
ing, ice cream making and the 
like. The common walnut has a 
flavor that is unexcelled by any 
other nut or fruit. The most de- 
licious bread T ever ate was flav- 
ored with black walnuts. The 
nuts should be finely cracked and 
mixed thoroughly with your bread 
or dough before baking. Nuts! 
are fine in any kind of bread, from 
corn pone up to your finest cakes, ; 
You cannot have too many wal- 
nuts and you cannot use too many 
of them for such things, as they 
are good for you. ‘The family in 
town or the city cannot have wal- 
nuts as we have them in the 
country, If the farmers were as 
thoughtful as I think they should 
be about saving their walnuts the 
city folks would not have a chance 
to get any, as there would nof be} 
half enough to go around in the 
country. The bountiful use of} 
black walnuts is only one of the} 
hundreds of nice things which we} 
can have on the farm if we will 
only try. The city dweller can-|

Cow lot fertilizer is used abun- 
cantly under all these crops and 
oak ashes are used abundantly un» 
der the garden peas, We do not 
use ashes under turnips, beets, 
mustard or other leafy vegetables. 
I would suggest that you buy the 
Alaska garden pea for your bes 
bet on peas, About three double 
rows is what we shall plant. We 
shall plant one or two double rows 
of some variety which matures 


jabout ten days later and we shall 


plant about two or three double 
rows of running peas, Of course 
we plant peas again on the 14th 
of February, but our early plant- 
ing generally brings us the best 
profit. We lose on our early peas 
when we have a hard freeze, but 
Sallie grows her own seed so we 


;}do not lose very much, Our early 


garden is killed about one time in 
five. So it pays to plant the early 
garden even if you know that you 
have a chance of losing it. When 
our early garden does well we sell 
enough peas from the first rows 
to help out a lot. Sallie has sold 


as high as twenty dollars worth 


from five double rows. Sallie al- 


ways has some ready cash money 
when her peas come in, You and 
your family might make as much 
as twenty or thirty dollars next 
spring on your patch of early peas. 


Anybody can do it who will half 
try. There is very little art or 


skill in growing garden peas. If 
you have the cow lot fertilizer, 


the oak ashes, the seed and the

WILL OPEN HOUSING 
PROJECT IN SUBURB 


Operation Will Be Studied by 
Government Experts. 


Washington,.—The government is 
prepared to open Greenbelt, its su- 
per suburban town at Berwyn, Md., 
and to study its operation to deter- 
mine policies for similar projects 
which soon will open within a few 
months at Milwaukee and Cleve- 
land, 

The new farm security adminis- 
tration, falling heir to the $14,227,000 
Apartment and group house commu- 
nity on rolling, wooded terrain near 
Washington, promptly found itself 
involved in experimental nonprofit 
operation of a model little business 
| district. 

All three of the low-rent housing 
developments were begun by the 
Resettlement administration, target 
for much anti-New Deal criticism. 
Recently the FSA replaced Reset- 
tlement and assumed the duty of ad- 
ministering the new farm tenancy 
loan program, 


A ten-year lease had been signed 
by Resettlement with the Consumer 
Distribution corporation, To operate 
all of Greenbelt's commercial es- 
tablishments, including a moving 
picture theater, when the develop- 
ment receives its first tenants in a 
few weeks, The corporation was 
formed by Edward A. Filene, Bos- 
ton merchant, to encourage co-op- 
erative department stores. 

Herbert Evans, vice president, 
and Perey Brown, secretary-treas- 
urer, announced after conferring 
with Secretary of Agriculture Hen- 
ry A. Wallace on details of the 
program that ‘‘we are ready to be- 
gin as soon as Greenbelt opens,” 
They explained that the organiza- 
tion had been “drafted’’ to under- 
take the operation of the Greenbelt 
establishments until co-operative 
committees at the settlement can 
take them over. 

“We are performing merely a 
public service,"’ Evans explained. 
“We are glad to help. But I doubt 
that we will continue for the full

3-to-1 vote—a victory that would not 
have been possible without support 
from the men, because there are 
as many men as women in the town. 

The only office still held by a 
man is that of town marshal, and 
the women expect to take over that 
position within a short time, be- 
cause Marshal J. Mack Doty is 
eighty-four years old. 

But there is at least one man who 
is decidedly in favor of the change. 
He is K. D. Doak, good-natured op- 
erator of the town's gasoline station 
and restaurant. 

“This ought to put Friendly on 
the map,”’ he said. “It’s the first 
time in West Virginia's history that 
all women have been elected." 


Map 50 Years of Ocean 
Weather to Guide Planes 


New Orleans.—Use of weather ob- 
servations made by ship captains 
during the last half century to de- 
termine the safest air lanes for reg- 
ular trans-oceanic flights is foreseen 
by W. F. McDonald, chief of the 
United States weather bureau here. 

Composite maps showing the 
weather tendencies at any point in 
the seven seas would be used by 
pilots to chart their routes, McDon- 
ald said. 

From nearly 6,000,000 observations 
turned in to the weather bureau at 
Washington, he has worked out 
charts, maps and other data to show 
the general weather tendencies all 
over the world.

the history of the Christian pulpit 
was an ex-boozefighter and the ex- 
ballplayer Billy Sunday, 

Wighty million peo ple— two- 
thirds of all the men, women and 
children in America flocked to 
hear his rough-and-ready,  rip- 
snorting message of sin and sal- 
vation, 

I saw Billy Sunday many times 


He was a fury, a human dyname 
in trousers, T saw him thump his 
chest, tear off his coat, collar and 
tie, leap up on a chair, stand with 
one foot on the pulpit and then 
fling himself on the floor in imita- 
tion of a ballplayer sliding into 
home plate. Nobody ever went 
to sleep listening to Billy Sunday, 
His sermons were as entertain- 
ing as a circus. He preached so 
strenuously that he carried a phy- 
sical trainer with him and never 
a day passed that he didn’t get a 
pummeling and a rub-down. 
Unlike most evangelists, Billy 
Sunday appealed mostly to men, 
He used to say: “IT am a rube 
of the rubes, The odor of the 
barnyard is on me yet. T have

He was born in a log cabin in 
Towa and reared in an orphan asy- 
lum. When he was fifteen, he got 
) job as janitor in a school. This 
job paid him $25.00 a month and 
gave him a chance to get an edu- 
cation, All he had to do was to 
get up at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing, carry coal for fourteen 
stoves, keep all fourteen fires go- 
ing during the day, sweep and 
polish the floors, and then keep 
abreast of his studies, 

His first real job was as as- 
istant to an undertaker in Mar- 
shalltown, Iowa. It was while 
holding down that job that he be- 
gan to make a name for himself 
as a ballplayer. 

He could run the bases so fast 


that Pop Anson, a leader of the| 


Chicago White Sox, sent for him, 
and before Billy Sunday was twen- 
fty-one, he was a star performer 
in the big leagues. “I could cir- 
cle those bases in fourteen sec- 
onds,”" he used to say, “and that’s 
a record that’s never been beaten.” 

It was five years after he left 
the undertaker shop that the 
revelation occurred which changed 
him from a hard-drinking ball- 
player into the most hypnotic 


preacher since the days of John 
Wesley. 

Here is what happened to him 
and now I am quoting Billy Sun- 
day’s own words: 

“One day in 1887, | was walk- 
ing down a street in Chicago in 
company with some famous ball- 
players. We went into a saloon. 
It was Sunday afternoon and we 
got tanked up and then went and 
sat down on a corner, Across the 
street a company of men and wom- 
en were playing on instruments 
horns, flutes and slide trombones— 
ond the others were singing the 
gospel hymns that I used to hear 
my mother sing back in the log 
cabin in Towa, and I sobbed and 
sobbed. Then a young man step- 
ned out and said, ‘We are going 
down to the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion. Won't you come down to 
the Mission with us? I am sure 
you will enjoy it. You will hear
